serrant," shoal J be tho words sent t:> 
President Aithur from thoso who be- 
lieve iu honcnt appropriation ot public 
moasy. He has vetoo.l ths River and 
Harbor bill, thereby g'.ving Congress 
a robuko for Us prodigality, which it de- 
sorved. Every member ot Congress who 
took 
an 
important 
hand in 
this 


grab bill, pressed its approval by tho 
President. They didn't want it signed 
because the little creeks needed Ltho 
money, but because the extravagant ex- 
penditure ot tho public funds in their re- 
spective 
localities 
would 
matetially 


strengthen their chances of an election. 
That is the yolo motive wh'ch prompted 
tho passngo of u Rivor and Harbor bill 
which would disgrace any Congress. But 
President Aithnr saw his duty, and saw- 
it clearly, and could not be inlluencod to 
join Congress in such a disreputable 
scheme as to throw away the public 
funds tor tho 
soll'-aggrandi-.eiuoiit of 


members of Congress. 


The chief points against tho bill which 


the President vetoes in h's mes-iagc, aro 
tho following: 


1. My principal objection to .the bill is 


that it contain.1! appropriations tor pur- 
poses not Cor tho common defense or 
general welfare, and which do not pro- 
mote commerce among States. These 
provisions, nu tho contrary, aro entirely 
for tho bonolit of pavticuhir localities, in 
which it us proposed to make improve- 
ments, i regard such appropriations uf 
tho public money as beyond tho p;>\ver.-i 
given by tho cjn.stitut'r.xi to Congro.ss 
nud the President. 


2. Appropriations of. tl".s nature to bo 


doviite.l purely to local objects, end to 
increase in number and amount. As tho 
citizens of ouo Stuto find that tho money, 
to raise which they in co:nm;m with tho 
whole country aro tixod, is to bo expend- 
ed tor local improvement in another 
State, they demand similar benefits for 
thomsolvoa, and it is not unnatural that 
thoy should seek to indemnify them- 
selves for such use of tho public funds 
by securing appropriations f-u 
1 similar 


improvements i'i their own neighbor- 
hood. 


3, Appropriations for liver and harbor 


improvements have under tho influences 
to which I have alluded increased year 
by year, out of proportion to tho progress 
of the country, great as that has been.

The Itev. Henry Saiiforil, of the Con- 


urecutloniil Church, J»icn nt Itrud- 
hentl—tfeiu1 of Uercilltary Insanity 
the Cuiise. 
As was mentioned iu yesterday's Ga- 


zette, the inquest into the oauao of the 
death oE the Kev. Henry Saaford, the 
Congregational minister at 
Brodhead, 


has been adjourned to August 8. 
The 


circumstances attending his death and 
the subsequent facts developed by a post 
mortem examination, being 
reported 


somewhat mysterious, a representative of 
the Gazette visited Brodhoad last night, 
for the purpose oT personally inquiring 
into the afi'air. 


Mr. Sauford died early on the morning 


oC July liith, attar tin illness oC a little 
over four days, and as the symptoms sug- 
gested a cause other than natural, it was 
deomed advisable to hold an autopsy. 
This was done on Tuesday, and uumis- 
takiible evidences of arsenic were found 
in the stomiioh. Tho theory immediately 
entertained was that he had committed 
suicide; 
but 
loth to 
baliovo that 


the gentleman had taken his own life, 
other medical man were called iu, and 
two chemisU subjected the stomacli to 
a close examination. All concurred in 
testifying to the presence of poison, and 
iu view ot the evidouco, a verdict of sui- 
cide, appeared to 1)9 the correct one, yet 
tho duration of! Ins illness, and the fact 
that more than one pliysunan had attend- 
ed to him, suggested tho possibility of a 
r.mlake having occurred, and in giving 
him modicr.io, one oE the physicians had 
unintentionally administered tho poison, 
This supposition, however, was not sus- 
tained in the least by tho evidence ad- 
duced 90 far, but in justice to the dead, 
tho c.ironar thought it bosi to wait for 
more testimony, before smiroliing tho 
posthumous character] of the minister 
with the stain of! self-murder. 


Sir. Sanford had been established in 


Brodliead/n charge of. the (Jongregatioual 
church for just ti little over ouo year and 
during that lirao resided at the house of 
Mr. W. C. Matter. jThis gentleman was 
visited at hirf house lust night and in an- 
swer to questions made a statement 
which iu snb.-itanae was as follows: 


The Hov. Henry Sauford was a young 


man oC 25 yours of age, oE brilliant attain- 
ments, high culture and refinement aud 
a most active mind. He catno to Brod- 
head, in July, of last year, from Milburu, 
Ills., in a:is\vcr to an advertisement pub- 
lished iu one of the Chicago religious pa- 
pers, asking for n congregational minister 
ut Brodhead. Mr. Sautord had been re- 
siding in Milbnm for about two months 
at tho residence o" Mr. Stewart there, 
having visited tho place to see his friend' 
the

M. Campbell, of 


Milburn. Previous to that he had been
